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Do You Know These Cheese-Making Secrets? 


rich in body-building materials, 
is a food not always as fully ap- 
preciated as it should be in the av- 
erage home. Where there 1s a gen- 
erous supply of milk, cheese-making 
is not a great amount of labor. 
Cheese that is made without color- 
ing matter is of a pale straw color 
in appearance, but there is today 4 
perfect butter coloring, and it takes 
but a half-teaspoonful of it to color 
50 pounds of milk. Fifty pounds of 
rich milk will yield from to five 
and a half pounds of cheese. The 
vield varies with the fat content of 
the solids lost in the process of mak- 
ing. Only fresh and clean milk 
should be used in cheese-making. 
The fresh. sweet milk may be put 
into a wash-boiler, large kettle or 
tub for cheese-making The tem-

The milk should be heated to 
§ degrees Fahrenheit, and held at 
that point until the ctrd has been 
eut. For 50 pounds of milk, use one 
teaspoonful of liquid rennet, obtain- 
able at drug stores. for curdling, 
which takes place after from 30 to 
45 minutes of cooking. Mix the ren- 
net in a pint of cool water, then stir

it slowly into the milk. stirring for 
three minutes. The milk should re- 
main at the above temperature until 
the curd is set. After the rennet has 
been added, let the milk stand. while 
curdling undisturbed, and cover it 
to keep it from cooling. 

Whether the curd is thoroughly set 
is Judged by inserting the finger. and 
if the curd splits without leaving 
crumbs, it is ready to cut. Cut the 
cubes three-eighths of an 
inch square. As soon as the curd is 
cut, it should be gently stirred, so 
that the cubes will not stick together. 
The cubes contract and slowly ex- 
pel the whey, and as soon as a con- 
siderable amount of whey has been 
separated in this way, heating should 
again be started, so that the tem- 
perature should rise at the rate of 
two degrees in five minutes, until 
it reaches 100 degrees Fahrenheit. 
During the heating, the whey should 
be gently stirred to keep the cubes 
from sticking and lumping together. 
The curd should remain in the whey 
at that temperature until it is firm 
and sufficiently acid. This is judged 
by pressing two cubes between the 
fingers. If they do not stick together 
the cheese is probably not too moist 
and should keep well.

Cheese presses and hoops are ob- 
tainable in all dairy supply circles, 
and only the simplest are needed by 
the home cheesemaker. A cheese 
cloth covering is needed to aid in the 
formation of a good rind. When the 
cheese is in the frames it should be 
gently pressed for about one hour. 
then the cheese is removed to dress. 
The cloths are fitted perfectly, and 
the cheese bathed in warm water as 
the cloths are arranged, which aids 
in making the rind: then it is re- 
placed and weighted 24 hours.

mold, wipe the shelves carefully and 
scrub off the cheese surface with 
strong brine. It is well to select a 
dry room, then the trouble will not 
occur. At the end of two weeks the 
cheese should be paraffined. This is 
done by melting paraffin and dipping 
or rolling the cheese in it, or apply- 
ing it with a soft brush. After this 
the cheese should be allowed to ripen 
from six to eight weeks, and longer 
if a sharper flavor is liked. Turn
